A group of nasturtiums exhibit phos- 


phorescence more frequently than any 
other flowers but it has also been seen in 
the corolla of the common sunflower, itnd 
also in a species of luyetes, known |by 
French botanists as the rose d'incle, rind 
in that large anil beautiful compound 
flower called the dahlia : the emission, of 
phosphoric light from the tuberose, th<" 
yellow lily aud some other flowers has 
also been remarked.

Phipson says that Professor Haggern, 


the naturalist, perceived one evening a 
faint flash of light repeatedly dart from 
the marigold. 
Surprised at such an iiu- 


common appearance he resolved to exam- 
ine it with attention, and, to be assured 
that it was an illusion he placed a man 
near him with orders to muke.a signal at 
the moment when he observed the light. 
They both saw it constantly and at :ue 
same time. The color was most brilliant 
upon marigolds of an orange or flame 


flower two or three times In quick succes- 
sion, but more commonly at intervals df 
several minutes, and when sevra!'flowers 
iu the same place emitted [heir light to- 
gether It could be seen at a considerable 
distance. 


The best time. to witness this phenom- 


enon is In July or August just after sun- 
set, aud when the atmosphere is perfec.ly 
dry and clear; when -.he air is dense or 
after rainy days nothing cau be seen. This
